No legal action is anticipated in Mis- 
sissippi County against Lon Melott, a 
sawmill proprietor near Henson, 185 

les southeast of St. Louis on the Iron 
Bountain Railroad, who riddled the 
ody of Samuel C. Fortney in a pistol 
duel at 10 paces. A Coroner's jury re- 
turned a verdict of justifiable homicide 
on testimony that Fortney fired the first 
shot, and Melott, an athletic young lum- 
berman, noted for his marksmanship, 
is at liberty. 

During the fusillade of ghots Mrs. 
Fortney, whose jealous accusations 
against a widow employed by Earl 
Melott, brother of the slayer and pro- 
prietor with him of the sawmill, led to 
the affray, was wounded when she ran 
between the duelists. Melott, whose 
first unerring shot disarmed his op- 
ponent and crippled his firing hand, 
gave additional proof of his ability by 
merely putting a bullet through Mrs. 
Fortney'’s hand. Not one of his five 
shots was wasted, the other four en- 
tering Fortney's body. 

The shooting occurred Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, when Melott, walking from his 
sawmill two miles southwest of Hen- 
son, toward the village, 
Fortney on the railroad tracks a few 
yards from a general store. Fortney’s 
home is near thé store, and Mrs. Fort- 
ney from a window saw the two men, 
when they carne in sight of one another, 
halt and assume defensive attitudes. 
She ran from the house. 

Witnesses say that the only words be- 
tween the men were Fortney’s cry, 
“Now I've got you,” followed by the re- 
port of his revolver, drawn with the 
words. The bullet cut through the soft 
collar of Melott’s shirt and cut his neck. 

Bullet Hit Trigger. 

Melott, whose weapon flashed into 
view almost simultaneously with Fort- 
ney’s, took more deliberate aim. His 
first shot smashed the trigger from 
-¥ortney's revolver, entered his wrist und 
emerged near the elbow. Fortney 
dropped the weapon with a cry of pain 
just as Mrs.’ Fortney rushed between 
the two, stretching forth her hands as if 
to ward them apart. 

The second shot from Melott’s re- 
volver; aimed as coolly as the first, 
penetrated Mrs. Fortney’s right hand, 
and she drew back, clasping the wound- 
ed hand with the other. 

Fortney, stooping, recoverel his re- 
volver, saw at & gfhnce thaf it was 
useless, and with an oath of rage and 
hatred hurled it at Melott. Just as he 
did so Melott fired the third time, the 
fFullet entering Fortney'’s Icft breast. 

The thrown weapon circle] harmlessly 
by Melott’s head, and he fired again as 
Portney staggered backward, the fourth 
Bullet penetrating the abdomen and 
pans at the base of the spine. 

Unarmed, Faced Enemy, 

The wounded man’s agenized effort 
te maintain his stand, facing his ene- 
my, threw him forward headlong, and 
Melott’s last bullet. speecing from a 
revolver held as steadily as a rock, «n- 
tered near the left collar bone, ranging 
downward. 

Mrs. Fortney threw herself bestde the 
prostrate figure of her husband. Melott 
gnapped the exploded shells from hig. 
revolver, thrust it into his pocket, and, 
with a final glance at his antagonist, 
turned into the general store, from the 
steps of which several men had wit- 
nessed the duel. 

Melot, remained at Hanson until after 
Fortney died, then went to Charleston, 
thie county seat, seven and a half miles 
oon of. Henson, and gave himself 

to Constable Shelby. Coroner Ogles- 
by was not in Charleston Thursday, and 
‘that evening Deputy Gonstable Howell 
held an inquest, at which the verdict 
acquitting Melott of blame was returned. 
Sherif! Cupp ordered Melott’s release, 
_and he returned to his wife and child at 
his home near the sawmill. 

Fortney, despite his wounds, lingered 
from 2 p. m. Wednesday until Thursday 
morning. During the night he recovere; 
consciousness, but Was axle to talk 
little of the shooting. 

“IT was killed on account of a woman," 
he muttered, but made no statement 
further than that.

Ay 
vote of the association has declared in 
favor striking for that salary in all 
cases where an attempt is made to force 
the mem to work for less. 

An official of the association said Sat- 
urday: ‘‘We want $6, but there will be 
no general strike. All the men have 
agreed to work wherever they cah ob- 
tain $6.--About half of the men are 
getting that now. Of the remainder 
about half are working for $5.50 a day 
and the remainder for $5. 

“We understand that most of the 
bosses, who are now paying $6.50, will 
agree to pay the new scale. Those who 
are paying only $5 will hold out for a 
while, perhdps, but I don’t think there 
will be any trouble. There are about 
five hundred journeymen plumbers Im 
the association. Seventy-five helpers also 
will be affected.”’

PAINTERS UNIOK 


~es Is in Controversy ' Be- 
tween Trades. 


—————— 


Eighty members of Whiteners, Calci- 
| miners and Jobbere’ Union, No. 1, have 
filed suit in the Circuit Court for an 
injunction against 15,000 other unicn men 
affiliated with the Buliding Trades 
Council; the Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers and the Brotherhood of Paint- 
ers, Decorators and Paperhangers. They 


seek to prevent the defendants from 
interfering with them in their efforts to 
work on St. Louis buildings. 

An order was issued Saturday by 
Circult Judge Reynolds requiring the 
+-Building Trades Council of St. Louts; 
the Bridge and Structural [ron Work- 
ers and the District Cound! of St. Louis 
and vicinity of the Brotherhood of Dec- 
orators and Paper Hangers of America, 
to show cause on July 8 why a tem- 
porary injunction should not be granted. 

The Whiteners, Calciminers and Job- 
bers’ Union, tncorporated in 183 as a 
fraternal and beneficial association, has 
refused to affiliate with the Building 
Trades Council. This has cadsed fric- 
tion several times. 

Recently the Painters’ District Coun- 
cil notified cortractors that its members 
claim the right to do the interior deco- 
rating heretofore done by the calci- 
miners. A test of strength was made 
at the new Marquette Hotel at Eignt- 
eenth street and Washington avenue. 
There, four calciminers were forced to 
quit work, the stated reason being tl.at 
the handles of their brushes were too 
long. Under the rules adopted by the 
affiliated unions a painter is not per- 
mitted to use a brush more than five 
inches wide and the handle must no* be 
more than six inches long. The calcli- 
miners use brushes with handles ten 
feet long. 

As the calciminers are not affillated 
with the Building Trades Council, the 
members of that body refuse to recog- 
nize them as a union. According to this 
view, there is no union of calciminers, 
and therefore ail interior decorating 
should fhe done by painters

HOUSTON, Va., June %.—The case of 
Judge W. G. Loving, charged with the 
murder of Theodore I. Estes, will go to 
the jury this afternoon. The defend- 
ant’s attorneys say they expect a ver- 
dict of not guilty within a half hour. 

It developed today that Judge Loving 
has been warned that, if he is acquitted, 
he will be killed. His friends have 
taken precautions to guard him. 

Believing that Judge Loving wil' be 
acquitted by the jury, the father and 
friends of Fistes are pleaning © other 
means of clearing the dead man’s name 
of the stain cast upon it by Miss Eliza- 
beth Loving’s testimony in behalf of 
ithe defense. 

Sheriff M. K. Estes of Nelson County, 
the father, was greatly disappointed at 
the ruling of Judge Barksdale, by which 
testimony to show the falsity of Miss 


_Loving’s statement was declared inad- 
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missible. It was her confession to her 
father of the happenings of a buggy 
ride on the night previous that caused 
Judge Loving to kill young Estes. 
Could Not Assail Her Story. 

Judge Barksdale held, as Justice Fitz- 
gerald did in the Thaw case, that the 
truth or falsity of Miss Loving’s state- 
ment was. not material, so long as she 
had actually made the statement to 
her father. 

Sheriff Estes is one of the substan- 
tial citizens of Nelson County. Pretty 
nearly everybody in the county who is 
not related to the Lovings is related by 
marriage or otherwise to the Estes 
family. 

“This case will not end here,’’ Sheriff 
Estes said today. “The good name of 
my s0n will not let it stop with the 
acquittal of Judge Loving. I am not 
here to hang Loving. I would not hang 
him or any other man, but the law can 
do with him as it will. By a techni- 
cality of the law the calumny cast upon 
the character of my dead son still 
rests on him. 

“I am not seeking vengeance. Nothing 
is further from my de-ires. All-I want 
to do is clear the good name of ny boy. 
If he was an assailant of a woman I 
want to know it, although should it 
prove true it would kill me.’’ 

Estes to Bring Civil Suit. 

Sheriff Estes has been advisec. by his 
counsel that the evidence stricken out 
by Judge Barksdale’s ruling may be 
brought out through a civil suit. Should 
Judge Loving be acquitted Estes will 
return to his home at Lovingston and 
direct his lawyers to asx for the ap-

estate of his son. The administraior 
could bring suit against Judge Loving 
for damages for the killing of young 
Estes. .

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is proposed to show that Judge Loving 
Was not justified in shooting young Es- 
tes, who, it will be claimed, was not 
guilty of an impropriety toward Miss 
Loving.

That such a suit would still further 
tear asunder the Loving-Estes factions 
in Nelson County is admitted. It may 
precipitate a feud, something many per- 
sons have been fearful of since the kill- 
ing of young Estes.

To the police Florence told the story 
of her-life since she was lured to the 
South Broadway lodging house by Bald- 
win.

He offered me the place and 
T accepted it, because I hated the house- 
work which my stepmother made me 
do.

The agents say that the prices at 
which the stuff is billed to them make 
it impossible for them to sell the goods, 
and force them to fall down on ‘the 
contract. When they demand the re- 
turn of their money they are told to go 
ahead and live up to their contract. 

The company’s method of _§hirinz 
agents is to advertise for men to en- 
gage in a good business at a handsome 
salary and commission. The answers 
are to be directed to ‘‘Manufacturer,”’ 
at a certain lockbox in St. Louis. Per- 
sons who answer the advertisement get 
prompt replies in which each is told 
that the company desires to open up a 
branch business in his territory and 
wants to get a good man to manage the 
business. 

He is told that the manager’s work 
will be that of engaging salesmen and 
cemonstrators, filling their orders, hanad- 
ling all collections, supplying dealers, 
and that business experience is not ab- 
solutely necessary.

It is then 
stated that the company will pay a 
good man $1800, and 5 per cent commis- 
sion on his sales which ought to enabic 
him to make that much more.

Th buildings 
are among the most substantial and |

West, and the equipment includes an 
anatomical and chemical laboratory said 
to be the largest in the United States. 

With the acquisition of these propere 
ties the curators of the university be- — 
Heve they will be abie to build up an Ine 
stitution for the technical and Hberal 
arts and sciences on a plane with any 
of those in the East. 


Change to Be Made Next Year. 

The college’s property is turned over 
te the university without cost. Negutla- 
tions for this have been in progress & 
year, the curators of the university hesh- 
tating about taking over the denta! and 
pharmaceutical departments at this | 
time. They were in need of a medcal 
department in a large city, the lack of 
clinical facilities at Columbla, where the 
principal departments of the university 
are located, preventing many studénts 
from matriculating there. 

The transfer will become offective in 
September, 1908 After that medical stu- 
dents will take the first two years of 
their course at Columbia and the fast 
two years in 8t. Louis. 

Walter Williams, chairman of the 
board of nine curators, and Dr. Pinck- 
ney French, president of the oBard of 
Trustees of the college, signed the pa- 
pers for the transfer. C. M. Ament is 
secretary of the college board, 

Barnes College was founded in 1892, 
and its quarters at Garrison and Law- 
ton avenues were built at @ cost of $120,< 
000 in 1892. It contains 125 beds. The 
dental college was founded in 1904 and 
the pharmaceutical department the 
asme year. 

The curators of the university have 
selected Louis E. Young, professor of 
mining engineering in Colorado Univers- 
ity at Boulder, at a salary of $3600 a 
year, to succeed Prof. George EB.

“There were many of us fishing .n 
Aransas Pass one day,’ he continued. 
“One fellow insisted on climbing over 
my bait, till I found myself wishing I 
might catch a huge tarpon and land him 
right by my annoyer’s ‘boat, for the 
natives are alwavs frightened for fear 
one should jump into the boat, and 
hate the drenching that results from 
the fight the tarpons always put up. 

Hard Fight With Tarpon, 

“lI was getting quite warm under the 
Collar at the way the man was spoiling 
my bait, when I felt an immense tug 
at my line. I commenced drawing it in, 
but found I had a fight on my hands. 
It took me an hour to land that tarpon!” 

“That fish was 7 feet 6 inches long! 
And he weighed 170 pounds! That is a 
record catch in that part of the coun- 
try. I am sure of his size, for I had 
him measured by a taxidermist. I also 
caught one 6 feet 10% inches long, but 
a shark bit him in two before I could 
land him.’’

Chairman Langsdale of the Railroad 
Committees of the House of Delegates 
told a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
Saturday that amendments to the Busch 
railroad bill will be reported to the 
Tiouse at its next meeting, but will show 
radical changes from the form in which 
they passed the City Council. 

The price at which the city may ac- 
quire the Manufacturers’ Railroad, at 
the expiration of the 35-year franchise 
recently granted, will be the actual 
valuation at that time, with interest at 
the rate of 6 rer cent on that appraise- 
ment.
